Protest Meeting Before Coun¬ 
ty Board Cheeked By 
Syndicate Attorney 

T HERE will be no annexation 
of former Badlwin ranch 
property to Sierra Madre. 
And that settles that. What set¬ 
tled it inevitably was the state- | 
ment made by P. A. Parr, at¬ 
torney for the syndicate that has 
taken over the old ranch, that if 
the property—formerly under the 
jurisdiction of the county—- was 
not incorporated in Arcadia it 
would never be permitted (by its 
present owners) to be incorpor- 
ated in the City of Sierra Madre. 

This statement, which sounded 
unnecessarily brusque to Sierra 
Madre ears, was made before a 
meeting of the County Board of 
Supervisors on Monday morning. 

A representative delegation of 
Sierra Madre citizens, headed by 
City Business Manager A1 S. 
Myers, and the City Attorney, 
Phil Dodson, had gone down to 

Boom Tract 
Goes Under 
The Hammer 

Oakwood Subdivision Will Be 
Sold April 10 To Satis¬ 
fy Bondholders 

Echoes of the not-so-long-ago 
“boom days," when real estate 
sold at fabulous prices and the 
eyes of the Nation stared fas¬ 
cinated at the orgy of specula¬ 
tion up and down the length of 
the "Golden State," sounded faint¬ 
ly this week across the fields 
and gullies to the east of Sierra 
Madre as the last act of the 
8-year career of the Oakwood 
tract drew to a close. 

On April 10 the ill-starred 
property will be sold by the Se¬ 
curity First National Bank of 
Los Angeles to “the highest and 
best bidder." as legal phrase¬ 
ology puts it. 

Promotion of the tract was ini¬ 
tiated in 1928 by C. F. Cook and 
F. E. Woodley, both now de- j 
ceased. It was at the peak of 
the boom and just before the j 
collapse. Six-and-one-half percent 
gold bonds, to the tune of $275,- 
000, were offered to eager buyers 
R. W. Pridham, a former super¬ 
visor, and W. T. Bishop subse¬ 
quently joined forces with Cook 
and Woodley. 

Today, $250,000 worth of bonds 
are still outstanding. Interest on 
the bonds has been in default j 
since June 1, 1933. A few scat- j 
tered homes in the vast improved 
tract, which extends from Foot¬ 
hill boulevard to the mountains 
and from Double Drive across the 
Santa Anita Wash to Monrovia, 
stand as forlorn reminders of the 
grandiose dreams of the tract’s 
now dead-and-buried promoters. 

The present bondholders, on 
December 27, 1935, petitioned the 
Security First National to sell the 
tract to the highest bidder. "Oak- j 
wood” will go under the hammer 
on April 10th. A detailed legal 
notice of the sale and descrip¬ 
tion of the property appears on 
Page Four of this issue of THE 
NEWS. 

Allow Funds 
To Improve 
School Field 

Following a .delay of many 
months, during which time the 
project was practically given up 
as a lost cause by the School 
Board ,an application for WPA 
labor for work on much-needed 
school grounds improvements has 
been approved by the Los An¬ 
geles WPA office and is now in 
the hands of the San Francisco 
headquarters, according to Ru¬ 
dolph Hartman, president of the 
board. 

It is proposed to improve the 
drainage situation by building re¬ 
taining walls on the north 
grounds. In preparation for the 
work, 100 6-yard loads of dirt 
have been trucked in from the j 
Grand View avenue tunnel. The 
dirt will be used to level up the 
playground on the north side of 
the school building. 

The project also calls for en¬ 
larging the tennis court on the 
past side of the grounds. It will 
lie extended to standard size and 
Jmh be available for adult use.

the county seat to fHe a protest 
against the proposed annexation 
of the area in question to Ar¬ 
cadia. Their errand proved to be 
in vain from the outset when a 
member of the county legal staff 

evidently prepared for the ques¬ 
tion in advance— decided that, 
legally, any protest against the 
pending action should have been 
presented, before the hearing, in 
writing. In other words, oral pro¬ 
tests were “out." 

Still, Supervisor Legg, presid¬ 
ing officer of the Board, ex¬ 
tended the courtesy of an oral 
protest to Sierra Madre’s City 
Attorney. The local delegation af¬ 
terward agreed that none could 
have expressed the local attitude 
better. 

“All that Sierra Madre seeks 
now,” said Mr. Dodson, “or has 
ever sought, is to live in perfect 
amity and to show nothing but. 
goodwill to any of its neighbors. 
This has been eminently the 
case, and obvious in all our close 
and intricately involved relations 
with our neighbor to the south, 
the city of Arcadia. 

“But now Arcadia,” he con¬ 
tinued, “proposes to incorporate 
this portion of the county terri¬ 
tory lying immediately to the 
south of Sierra Madre, thus shut¬ 
ting off our city in perpetuity 
from access to Foothill Boule¬ 
vard. 

“It is not, however,” Mr. Dod¬ 
son further explained,” this in¬ 
justice that Sierra Madre protests 
so much as it is against the 
possible injustice to the future 
residents of the area in dispute. 
Already the home-builders in this 
section are wholly dependent on 
Sierra Madre for all public ser¬ 
vices, such as water, lights, 
streets, police and fire protec¬ 
tion. This puts them in the false 
position of being nominal resi¬ 
dents of one town and actually 
residents of another. The town 
that does not serve them will re¬ 
ceive their taxes and yet can 
guarantee them no return.” 

In closing, Mr. Dodson assured 
such potential residents, if any 
were present or should otherwise 
be apprised of their situation, 
that Sierra Madre always stood 
ready to be the good neighbor to 
them and meet their needs un¬ 
grudgingly in every possible way 

Mr. Parr’s sharp statement as 
to what "the owners” would not 
lo if the proposed Arcadia an¬ 
nexation were denied, sounded 
considerably sharper, coming as 
it did after Mr. Dodson's well- I 
mannered speech. 

Then, as there was nothing le¬ 
gally to block the Arcadia ex- j 
pansion, the Supervisors voted 
“aye” to the Arcadia annexation 
resolution and the Sierra Madre I 
delegation feeling somehow not 
so good but virtuous, because of 
the way Phil Dodson had talked

He is a native Californian and as 
a boy in the Mother Lode coun- | 
try had a chance to see a good !

"He arrived,” said the speaker, 
j "in his spruce American car, j 
driven by a chauffer, and stepped j 
down as lively and plump as any I

Under the order .sponsored by |

poses. 

The chair-reservoir system was 
originally suggested by W. C.

A similar pro¬ 
posal was advanced recently by

| Fire Prevention Association, who

basins be paved with concrete to 
j trap winter rains.

IN THE SIERRA MADRE MANNER 

No one could have better expressed Sierra Maaie s 
spirit—toward its own citizens and toward the w oi Id in 
general—than did city attorney Phil Dodson the othei day 
when he told the County Board of Supervisors that the 
whole desire of this city is to live in peace and amity, to 
be helpful, generous, loyal to the best interests of all good 
citizens whether within or without its borders. As Siena 
JMadre’s city attorney it may be said that Mr. Dodson spoke 
officially. It would be hard, we believe, to find a single 
citizen of Sierra Madre who could criticize our city attoi- 
ney’s statement as either hyprocritical or unsubstantiated 
by this community’s past record. 

A certain question has arisen as to the justice of our 
southern boundary line, a line that now lies along the 
southern edge of Orange Grove avenue. South ol this line 
fine homes are being built by citizens who would be re¬ 
garded as desirable acquisitions by any community. Yet 
these new residents and highly desirable neighbors are 
wholly dependent, not on the municipality where they 
nominally are to live and actually pay their taxes, but on 
Sierra Madre, for such vital services as water, lights, fire 
and police protection, and the very street by which they 
gain access to their property. 

Lately this anomalous situation has been aggravated 
by the alienation of a further large area which many re¬ 
gard as rightly Sierra Madre’s own; where, to all appear¬ 
ance, the same strange call will be made upon Sierra 
Madre’s services by those who come to live there. Yet, as 
Mr. Dodson so rightly put it, nothing is further from Sierra 
Madre’s purpose than to hamper or embarrass anyone, cer¬ 
tainly not those whom we greet, heartily, with the utmost 
goodwill as fellow-citizens if not of our own community at 
any rate of that larger community that embraces the entire 
superb area of the Sierra Madre foothills.

DOES HE PAY TAXES ? 

“Ask the average citizen who 
lives in rented rooms, owns no 
taxable property and has an in¬ 
come not up to the tax brackets 
ask him how it feels to be a tax 
payer, and he will say he doesn’t 
know because he doesn’t pay any 
taxes. 

“Oh, no! He isn’t a taxpayer— 
not much! Lessee: 

"If he smokes a pack of coffin 
nails a day, he pays $18 a year 
tax. If he drives a car he pays a 
license plus 40 cents out of every 
10 gallons of gas, or about $25 
a year. Of hisyearly light, gas 
and phone bills, $10 more goes in 
taxes. A fifth of every dollar he 
pays in rent of his bedroom is 
tax money; with most men $120 
a year or more. His year’s sales, 
theatre and other taxes total $30 
or more. 

"So! Our ‘tax exempt’ citizen 
is paying more than $200 a year 
—about $4 a week —in taxe 3 . 

Because most of us feel we are 
not paying too much tax, we let 
our government go on profligate 
r pending sprees, (n 1934 Stale 
Treasurer Gus Johnson warned 
the authorities they would bank¬ 
rupt the State of Ca'ifornia if 
they didn't halt unnecessary 
waste. The Calfornia State local 
and national debts, actual ard 
authorized, on June 30 of tnat 
year totalled nearly $3,500,000,000 
or 57 oj n of the assessed valua¬ 
tion oi all the land, buildings and 
other property subject to tax in 
the State.

To the Editor of the 
Sierra Madre News: 

I have always ben interested 
in mountains and therefore on 
taking up residence in Sierra 
Madre, natural curiosity prompted 
me at once to inquire the name 
of our beautiful and picturesque 
mountain range lying to the north 
of our city. I was told these 
were the Sierra Madre mountains. 
Some months later I obtained 
from Washington the topographic 
sheets covering this region of the 
United States Geological Survey 
map and was surprised to dis¬ 
cover that instead of bearing the 
name of Sierra Madre they were 
there called the San Gabriel 
mountains. Notwithstanding the 
strong local prejudice in favor of 
Sierra Madre, the correct and of¬ 
ficial designation of this range is 
San Gabriel. 

Those interested in this ques¬ 
tion will find in Westways for 
February an article by Mr. A. O. 
Woodford where he tells the in¬ 
teresting story of how, when and 
where these mountains obtained 
the name. Federal authority for 
naming natural features is vested 
in the United States Geographic 
Board whose verdict is final. Mr. 
Woodford put this question of 
name up to the Board for an 
opinion. He says in his article 
that on October 5, 1927, the board 
formally adopted the name San 
Gabriel Mountains. So that it 
would seem that in future to be 
correct we must call our range 
the San Gabriel mounatin.

brought about the happy result 
that there is no depression there 
in the American sense, still there 
is a very insistent native question 
for which the government seeks 
an answer. The old Zulu culture 
of the breech-clout and the knob- 
kerrie (war-club) is passing. The 
natives are turning to the white 
man’s ways. Yet the white man 
neglects no measure to insure his 
own sovereignty. 

There was an official photog¬ 
rapher on the plane that carried 
Dr. Goodsell from South Africa 
to Cario—British territory all the 
way and with landings nicely 
timed for tea; and the photog¬ 
rapher's presence may have been 
responsible for the way the pilots 
kept their ship at low altitudes 
while traversing the vast hunt¬ 
ing grounds and game preserves 
of Central Africa. 

“We flew so low at times,” the 
speaker said, "that honestly 1 
was afraid that we’d scrape the 
hide off an elephant’s back.” 

Besides the huge herd of ele¬ 
phants—seen in the swamps of 
the upper Nile—an abundance of 
other game was seen; to such 
an extent that vast areas of wild 
country appeared to be rather 
the stable-yard of some colossal 
farm. 

The trip by regular passenger 
plane from "Cape to Cairo" takes 
six days. The sea voyage Dr, 
Goodsell originally planned would 
have taken five times that long. 

The excellence of the air ser¬ 
vice over Africa and Asia, link¬ 
ing these countries so closely to 
Europe, the speaker implied, 
would have an important bearing 
on the world in every way—so- 
! cially, politically, and economic¬ 
ally. 

"We Americans,” he said, "are 
apt to look on these Oriental 
cities as somewhat backward and 
rundown. As a matter of fact 
Bombay is now a city like Chi¬ 
cago, and almost as large, with 
vast manufacturing plants and 
all modern improvements."

Effect of the government's plan 
to encourage thrift and home 
building Is contained in a bulletin 
just issued at Washington which 
shows that in January more than 
31,000 persons joined the ranks 
of those investing in Federal Sav¬ 
ings and Loan Associations, bring¬ 
ing total private investors in 
these associations to 466,683 and 
that these associations loaned 
$9,319,000 for new home construc¬ 
tion during that month. 

The bulletin was released lo¬ 
cally yesterday by H .F. Dunton, 
secretary-manager of the First 
Federal Savings and Loan Asso¬ 
ciation of Aitadena, one of the 
associations included in the Na¬ 
tional survey. 

"This sum for new home con¬ 
struction is sufficient to erect 
1,650 homes with an average loan 
of $3,500,” said Mr. Dunton. "It 
is gratifying to note in the bulle¬ 
tin that 511 additional associa¬ 
tions were formed throughout the 
country in January and that new 
investments increased the total 
private investment in Federal as¬ 
sociations by 7 per cent. The rate 
of growth has been such as to 
double the number of investors in 
associations in a year. This 
growth is due largely to the in¬ 
surance of saving up to $5,000 
against loss offered by these as¬ 
sociations, the careful supervision 
over their activities by agencies 
of the Federal government and 
to the fact that funds of inves¬ 
tors are loaned for home building 
in the neighborhood of the as¬ 
sociation where investors them¬ 
selves are familiar with property 
values and residential trends."

“The tract in question,’’ said 
| Mr. Myers, “extending as it" does 
! from west of the Anita Baldwin 
home to Sierra Madre avenue ,is 
even more remote from the Ar¬ 
cadia business center than the 
recentiy developed tract, east of 
Baldwin avenue, known as Santa 
Anita Oaks. Yet in the part of 
the latter subdivision fringing 
Orange Grove avenue for much 
of its extent, the Arcadia resi¬ 
dents are even now dependent on 
Sierra Madre for water and other 
services. The new area, now an¬ 
nexed, will be even more de¬ 
pendent on Sierra Madre—unless 
Arcadia stands ready to vote an 
extensive bond issue to take care 
of this new area.” 

Asked if he though that Ar¬ 
cadia citizens would favor such a 
bond issue, Mr. Myers did not 
care to be quoted. But he pointed 
out that Arcadia recently voted 
down a proposed bond for sewers 
—when sewers have become a 
pressing necessity in that ter¬ 
ritory. 

In this connection, Mr. Myers 
called attention to the fact while 
Arcadia is coming to a point 
where not one but several large 
bond issues will be necessary 
there, Sierra Madre, on the other 
hand, has no such necessity con¬ 
fronting it. On the contrary, 
Sierra Madre is now paying off 
its bonded indebtedness at the 
rate of $17,000 a year, with no 
new bond issues in sight. And 
this, of course, will shortly lead 
to a sharp and welcome decline 
in the local tax rate.
